N Tuefdsy at K night(bridge, in th* 
781b year of bis sge, died 
Arthur 
Murphy, a gentleman who has long held 9 
tliBmguiiTied place in the literary world, aril 
as an author, particularly as a drsmattll, ba* 
(bown with no common luilre. 
Mr. M ur­ 
phy was the lad of that fsmnu* Literary 
Club, which wa* efUbltfhrd by Dr. Jotinflon, 
at the i'uik’s head, in the Brand, near fifty 
years ago; he wa* the lchool-fellow, and 
friend to Burk, through life, and intimately 
ronnctXed with that brilliant fociety of wits 
and writers, who upon the leer (Tun of hi* 
prefent Majefty, w er*in the tenith of their 
reputation. 
Mr. Murphy was of Irifh ex­ 
traction, and educated at St, Omer'*, where 
he difftnguifhed hintfelf ai an slrgaflt Latin 
Scholar. 
Jn the year 1746 he came to E ng­ 
land, and finding hts circumfiancet not very 
affluent, be engaged at a clerk in a mercantile 
houle ; but dill.king the drudgery of book­ 
keeping, he quitted his fru itio n , and took 
chamber* in tbs Temple, where be com­ 
menced the Undy of the h w . 
Finding that 
his profcffton was not the perfect Cornucopia# 
or immediately crowned with honors and re­ 
wards 
he applied himfelf to the Prefs, and 
pmjr&ed aud began a periodical paper, under 
the title of Toe Gray's Inn Journal, at th® 
time that Johnfon'i Rambler was publifhing* 
It was fuperficial and juvenile, and did not 
much fucceed , but it produced for the au­ 
thor an acquaintance with Johnfon, 
by d 
very ftuguUr occurrence. 
Murphy was one dry iii the country with 
his friend Foote, when hiddenly darting up 
alter dinner, he fatd that lie muff leave hun, 
in order to futnifh for his printer a number 
of the Gray's Inn Journal. 
Foot told hint, 
hr might (horten itll labour, •» for there is#'^ 
faid hr, *• a veiy j r .tty Oriental tale i n s 
French magnific, which I have in my pocket a 
fuppofe you trarflate it ; you are the full* 
and 
it will do your work no difcredit."—> 
Murphy gladly acquiefced, and the tranf- 
lation was difpatclied to London and printed* 
But w lut was Int fiirpf ee, upon hts arrival 
in town, to find that this fame Oriental tale. 
transited from the French, had it* original 
in a number of the Ramblr/, that he had 
been trarff ttiug from a tranflation, and com­ 
muting a piracy upon Jo h n f n.

A few years flapped, Murphy appeared tit 
a writer for the (bgr ; Ids firff piece wnn 
The Apprentice, to which Garrick cen tit. 
1>uted an admirable prologue, which is now 
always fpoken bt fore th»* farce ; it Wit 
defervcdly foccefsful, arid hat an originality 
and invention which never after appeared ta 
any other of Murphy’s wo>k. 
H is Upholsterer, built upon a number o f 
the Tatter, w a bis iirxt, whirh is likewtfc 
a valuable ff ock piece. 
The year 1760 was 
remarkable for the appearance of three o f 
the m >ff diftmguiff)'’J dramatic writers o»s 
the ffsge ; 
CalN a n 's Jealous Wife, and 
M u r p h y 's Way to Keep Him w're produced 
this y*ar. 
The Way to Keep Him was v*ry 
fucc-lsful, chn fly by the excellence of its 
it.or I, and the polity of tile dialogue ; for 
the ch ratters are not very (Long or co m ­ 
pte!* olive, and the wit ana humor b u t thinly 
l e t t e r e d . 
From this period, he almrft a n ­ 
nually contr«bu;e(i to the ffage.

Upon his »ttempc to be called to the Bar, 
M .. Murphy was rfj-£\edi by the Socieiirs 
vt ihc Temple and Gr*y'i Inn, upon the 
pica that he had been upon the iiage ; in 
li ncoln’s Inn. however, to tb« honor of die 
Ricmhers, thif illiberal obje£\inti was not 
iuffcrcd to prevail, and Mr. Murphy was not 
only called to the Bar,but was long a Bcnch- 
tr of Ihc So'ciety. 
As a lawyer he did not 
rsg talise himletC *, he frequcntfd the Norfolk 
(iircttit, but obtained little bufincfs, and yet 
Icii lu the Courts of VVeftn)inftcr. 
Upon 
the great que(\ion of literary property, he 
rtilcd fomc «xpeitations by an ibic fpcrch as 
Counicl beiore Parliament, but his career 
was obrtfu£ted by a variety of caiifcs, and he 
i'oon quitted the Bar. 
Upon a renunciauon 
ot his prolrllion he was appointed a Com- 
mtiUoner of Bankrupts, and held ’.he oflTicr 
till his death. 
Mr. Addingion 
proc urcd 
liim a ptnfion of 2«o/. per annum, and the 
produce of his works contribuied to the com­ 
forts of his old agr. 


Bcfidcs his dranutic pieces, Murphy ob­ 
tained 600/. from the Bookfellers for an edi- 
tiun of Johnfon’g works, wi h h'»s life ; and 
400/. tor the life of Fielding, arid an edition 
of his works» with notes. 
His traiiflatioii 
of I'acitus was his greated produdlion ; f.lii* 
fcholars obj<fd\ to it as too paraphraltic, and 
as wanting the iloftnels and fimi)l c ty of 
Gordon's tranilation ; but it 1» delcrvcdly 
priied by the general reader, and is a good 
trade-kiOij\i. 
Th«* work was dedicated to 
Burkf, a circumilance -try honorable to 
.Murphy, for he was told that the dedication 
was ddired by a nobleman, who might have 
compjnfai »i the favor i(t a very niagnifitcnt 
manner— before his death, Murphy corredt- 
ed nn o£lavo edition of Tacitus. 
His laA 
work was the life of G/rrickj and affords 
Itrong proof of a decrepid genius ; i: con­ 
tained litilc but trite relations, thread-bare 
criticifnis upon old plays, and reitera’.ion of 
exhanfted anecdotes.-^t was much inferior 
to honeft Tom Davifs'life of Garrick, and, 
notwithllanding the weight of Murphy's 
name« has not fuperfedcd it in the public 
opinion. 


The general charaAer of Murphy’s genius 
was elegance and fuperficiality ; the plots 
of his plays, except the 
Apprentice and 
Giecian Daughter, were all borrowed ; he 
was a mod intrepid plagiarifl, and in fonie 
rel’peils, a difingcnuous one. 
His poetry 
for he WJS a verfe mnker, was terribly 
mediocre ; but his profe was poliihed and 
pure. 
He will not remain as an Engliih 
Claiiic, though his pieces are likely to keep 
pulTrliion of the ft»ge— He had been a gay 
and free liver in the early part of his life, 
and had no particular toeafure of ferioufnefs 
at its dole ; but he was lUeemed as an hone ft, 
good man, and will be lamented by a large 
circle of his acquaintance.

E cannot avoid congratulating our 
countrymen on the late intelligence 
%which announced the happy tiding? cf thefe 
iettlenients being igain in cur polTcflion.— 
A late judicious traveller hath delivered 
decided opinion refpciting their value, and 
after dtfcribing the 
Chriftian 
fettlenient 
■»??hich run fouihwaid of the Cape, as far as 
the Fiih river, and the delightful country of 
Cañraria, which ikirts the eatlern coaft for 
more than ftven hundred miles, he does not 
hcfitate to pronounce them the fineft coun- 
tries in the world, and may be rendered of 
niore real importnnce to Great Britain than 
all her Oriental and VVeftern dominions put 
together. 
This opinion w»s fully fubdan- 
tiated when Lord Malin<ibury, early in the 
year 179?, went to Fari» as Plenipotentiary 
on the part cf England, to negociate peice 
with the then government of France. When 
his Lordlhip came to difcurs that part of his 
miíTion wnich refpeded tlie Cape of Good 
Hope (then in our poiT Üion,) he llrenuoully 
ínfiíled on this fcttlcment being ceded to the 
crown of England. 
Dc la Groix, who a¿led 
<0 a nmilar chara¿ter on the part of the 
French Republic, as llrongly infilled on its 
being rellorrd to the Dutch ; and in giving 
his realoni for making this requifition a car­ 
dinal point in the negotiation, difcovered a 
veiy competent knowledge of the fub]e¿\.— 
He very f.igacioufly obiVi ved, that the Cape 
in the hands of the Dutchj could be of very 
iictle ule except furniihing a convenient place 
for Ihipping to touch ;u on their voyage to 
tiie Kail Indifs ; but in the hands of the 
iEi.glifli 
l)e la Croix) the ionthern ter­ 
ritory ot Airica would be colonilVd. and new 
lonrcfs of commerce in all pi obability arii'e, 
the advantages of which arc incalculable.

Extract o f a letter dated Grenada, May 27, 


1806 fro m a gentleman on board the Le- 
ander, to Samuel G. Ogden, 
** We left Jacquemel on the 27th March', 
arrived at the ifland of Aruba on the 9th of 
April, when after taking in fiifficient water, 
we failed on the 15th April, and being oflf 
the Main on the 27th near Porto-Cavello, 
we fell in with a bpaniih brig of 20 guns, 
and a fchooner of 16 guns, by both of Avhich 
we were attacked, and had an aftion of half 
an hourj, but no apparent damage done on 
either fide ; 
however, during the conteft, 
we were fo unfortunate as to lofe two fchoo- 
ners we had chartered at Jacquemel, on board 
of which velTcIs were abuut 60 men. 
This 
circurtiftance was occafioned by thoii fchoo- 
ners falling to leeward« and our not being 
able to frp;*rate the brig from the fchooner, 
in which cafe we certainly (liould have faved 
our little convoy ; however, to remedy this 
evil, we immediately determined to go to 
Trinidad, to obtain i^uch information and af- 
fiilance as the Britiih might be difpoftd to 
aíT. )d us. 


“ On our way, we fortunately fell in with 
the Bntifh floop of war Lilly, Capt. Camp­ 
bell, who received us with mnch cordiality, 
and informed us, it was his particular inilruc- 
tions to serve us, at the fame time advifing 
us to put into Grenada, as the Governor cf 
that llland had fome particular communica­ 
tion to make to General Miranda. 
W e 
have already received the Governor's afi’ur- 
ance cf the moft prompt Co-operation. 
We 
(hall probably take up one or two days at 
moil, in making the neceíTary airangements 
here, and (hall then proceed immediately to 
Trinidad (in compai.y with the Lilly floop 
of war) where we underftand, the Governor 
of that liUnd will alfo give us every aflfifl- 
ance that is necelTary. 


The Jafon frigate is now on the coaft, 
with a number of volunteers on board ; this 
ihip is conunanded by Capt. Cochrane, fon of 
Admiral Cochrane, who we underiland from 
the bcrt authority has particular inl\ru¿\ions 
to protedl and forward our enterpriie.
